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_| From my perspective, when it comes down to what's really important, 
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E’RE NOW WELL past the 

point where discussions 
about whether Vince McMahon 
Jr. is good or bad for wrestling 
really mean anything. Six years 
after the dawn of the McMahon 
era in this sport, two things are 
very obvious: 

First of all, McMahon has 
turned himself into a very rich 
man by changing the nature of 
his organization. The hardline old- 
timers can cry and squawk all 
they want about how the WWF 
has turned into a circus and wres- 
tling isn’t like it used to be, but 
times change, people change, 
and the WWF has changed, too. 

Second of all, like it or not, the 
WWF isn’t going away. In fact, if 
you ask Vince McMahon, he'll tell 
you that his federation is going 
nowhere but into another strato- 
sphere, far beyond its wrestling 
competition. 

| say wrestling competition be- 
cause it seems that McMahon 
doesn’t consider the NWA or any 
other federation to be his main 
competitors. “If anybody is inter- 
ested in the type of wrestling of- 
fered by the NWA, they'll watch 
them,’ McMahon said at a press 
conference for WrestleMania IV at 
the Grand Hyatt Hotel in New 
York City. “If anybody’s interested 
in our brand of sports entertain- 
ment, they’ll watch us. 

“They [the NWA] have a small 
viewing universe compared to 
ours,’ McMahon continued. ‘Our 
competition is the other forms of 
entertainment. When we schedule 
a show for TV, I’m more con- 
cerned if there’s a very good film 
being offered on, say, WTBS or 
the USA Network [than if the 
NWA has a wrestling card sched- 
uled]. Our show on the USA Net- 
work [on January 24] had no im-

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HE NAME OF this column is 

“On The Road,” and while I 
haven't actually been on the road a lot 
lately, there are a lot of wrestlers who 
seem to be on the road all the time. So 
much so that they haven’t really settled 
down into any one area and estab- 
lished themselves over the past year or 


These are the free agents of the 
sport, men who really don’t want to be 
tied down to regular competition in 
the WWF or the NWA or the AWA 
or World Class—or anywhere. Men like Bruiser Brody, 
Stan Hansen, Sgt. Slaughter, Kamala, Abdullah the 
Butcher, David Shultz, and Tommy Rich. Any of these 
men is perfectly capable of dramatically affecting the 
balance of power in any federation in the country (imag- 
ine a series of bouts such as Hulk Hogan vs. Bruiser 
Brody, Tommy Rich vs. Ric Flair, or Stan Hansen vs. 
Curt Hennig!). Instead, they prefer to float from federa- 
tion to federation, from the U.S. to Japan and back 
again, preferring to flaunt their independence more than 
they would any title, 

I managed to catch up with a 
few of these men to learn why 
they do what they do. 

“J do what I want to do, not 
what some dip promoter tells me 
to do,” growls Brody, who has 
spent the last year in Puerto Rico, 
Georgia, Missouri, and Japan. 

a “The name of the game is inde- 
Bruiser Brody pendence and money. Hell, I eatn 
more money in one month in Japan than most saps earn 
in the U.S. in a whole year. If I want to go to Japan, I 
go; if 1 want to come back to the States, I do that. I want 
to take a month off, I don’t have to worry about pro- 
moters breathing down my neck about match contracts 
and all that crap. I’m my own man, and as far as I’m 
concerned, that’s what counts most in this life.” 

Abdullah’s situation is a different story completely. 

“The problem with me is that most promoters in the 
United States will not sign me to wrestle in their arenas,” 
Abdullah told me through his interpreter, Mr. Deepak. “‘I 
have tried to gain matches in most of the federations in 
the States, but there is too much fear. However, I do give 
credit to promoters in the National Wrestling Federation, 
International Championship Wrestling, and Southern 
Championship Wrestling promotions for having a small 
piece of courage in allowing me to wrestle. But that fear 
is why I have spent many months of my time in Japan 
and Puerto Rico.” 

Abdullah’s banishment to Puerto Rico has, in one re- 
spect, paid off well: He recently captured the World Wres- 
tling Council North American title from Miguel Perez Jr. 
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‘Hell, man, I’d /ove to come back 
and kick some butt in the World Class 
or the AWA,”’ said Stan Hansen, who 

has spent most of the past year in Ja- 

pan. Negotiations between Hansen 
and World Class, reported in the 
March 1988 edition of this space as be- 
ing promising, have fallen through. 

“Dang, though, the damn quality of 
the wrestling is so crappy I don’t 
think there’s a man alive in the States 
who could possibly make me break a 
good sweat. That’s why I stay in Ja- 
pan. These little creeps are speedy, they’re scientific like 
all hell, and they give me a challenge. Like I said, I could 
go back to Minneapolis and wipe the mat with Curt 
Hennig, take the belt again, but where would I go from 
there? Pitiful. Give me Japan, sushi, and a good geisha, 
and I’m set, brother.”’ 

On the whole, it seems that most of the “free agent”’ 
wrestlers are doing exactly what they want to be doing in 
this sport. 

The flip side of the situation is that promoters in the 
small regional areas of the country have a chance to sign 
some of the biggest names in the sport. 

“The free agents are an incredible asset to the sport,”’ 
said ICW promoter Mario Savoldi, who has signed 
matches involving such names as Slaughter, Shultz, 
Brody, Abdullah, and—before they settled down in the 
World Class area and moved on to the NWA—The 
Fantastics. 

“These men, willing to travel anywhere, who have inde- 
pendence on their minds, allow a promoter like me to 
bring top-name talent, stars that aren’t tied down to a 
major promotion full time, to the fans. 

“Also, a lot of the independent circuit is comprised of 
up-and-coming young men who are trying to find out 
whether they have what it takes to make it in the sport as 
a career. Some of them don’t, and they find out quickly. 
Others have a chance, and when a guy like Slaughter or 
Shultz comes along, they can test themselves against an 
established talent. 

“Too many fans look at an independent promotion 
and think there’s nothing there,” Savoldi said, “‘but noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. The independents 
have a lot to offer the fans, and I think the sport is in a 
situation today where more and more fans are beginning 
to realize it. Certainly more and more big names are 
taking to the independent circuit as a way of maintaining 
their own independence, and I think that’s great. In the 
end, it’s the fans who win out in something like this.” 

Men like Brody and Hansen may be looking out for 
number one—themselves—but it’s the fans who are com- 
ing out ahead. And anytime the fans are coming out 
ahead in this sport, that’s a good sign something is going 
right. O

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The third annual $1 million Jim 
Crockett Sr. Memorial Cup tag team 
tournament will be just days away 
when this issue hits the newsstands, 
so what better time to look at how the 
1988 tourney—scheduled for April 22 
in Greenville, South Carolina, and April 
23 in Greensboro, North Carolina— 
shapes up. 

At press time, the NWA tag team 
situation is in turmoil. The Rock ’n’ 
Roll Express \eft for the CWA in late 
January and probably won't return to 
the NWA. The Road Warriors, who 
won the inaugural Crockett Cup in 
1986, are suffering as Animal is side- 
lined with a severe eye injury. The 
Superpowers won last year’s cup, 
but Nikita Koloff has taken a leave of 
absence to travel the U.S. on an anti- 
drug tour and may not have returned to 
competition by tournament seeding 
time. 

That leaves NWA World tag team 
champions Tully Blanchard and Arn 
Anderson as probable co-favorites 
along with U.S. tag champs Bobby 
Eaton and Stan Lane. Paul Jones’ 
team of The Barbarian and The 
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Warlord have emerged as a danger- 
ous duo as well, but who’s left among 
the fan favorite teams? Possibly Dusty 
Rhodes and Lex Luger, who have 
teamed successfully over the past 
month. Right now, the balance of pow- 
er in the tourney depends on Animal's 
injury. If he comes back, The Warriors 
are the team to beat. Otherwise, it’s 
anybody’s tournament. 

Sheik Adnan Al-Kaissie has re- 
sumed his feud with Baron Von 
Raschke in the AWA ... Johnny 
Smith and Chris Benoit, tag partners 
in the Stampede area, appear to be on 
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CHRIS BENOIT 


the verge of a breakup. During a match 
against The Midnight Cowboys, 
Smith feigned injury and left the ring 
while Benoit got beaten up. More on 
this next month ... Rick Patterson 
and Steve Ray, a popular new tag 
team in the World Wrestling Alliance, 
are scheduled for a series of matches 
against David and Larry Power. 
The Power Twins were trained by 
David Shultz. Patterson and Mike 
Stone were stripped of the Central 
States tag belts when Stone left the

area and no defense was made during 
the mandatory 30-day period. 

Jerry Lawler’s career is in danger 
because of damage to his left eye sus- 
tained during a match against Tommy 
Rich on February 22 in Memphis. 
Lawler, the CWA heavyweight champi- 
on, was blinded in the left eye and 
suffered severe burns when Eddie Gil- 
bert ran into the ring and threw fire in 
his face. 

During the match, Eddie's younger 
brother Doug Gilbert interfered and 
helped Rich piledrive Lawler twice. 
CWA promoter Eddie Marlin ordered 
Doug out of the ring, but Tommy Gil- 
bert, father of Doug and Eddie and a 
former UWF referee, started arguing 
with Marlin. Tommy slugged Marlin 
and Eddie Gilbert ran in the ring. Ed- 
die tossed fire in Lawler’s face and 
fled to the dressing room with his fa- 
ther and brother. 

Two days prior to this incident, Ed- 
die’s wife Missy Hyatt appeared on 
CWA TV and introduced Doug as her 
bodyguard. Missy avoided questions 


concerning her husband, but it was 
learned afterward that Eddie was head- 
ed into the area. Missy and Eddie were 
a notorious duo in the UWF before that 
federation was merged with the NWA.

NITIAL REACTION TO the Hulk 

Hogan/Andre the Giant Idiot title 
mess: 

The loss effectively ends any 
chance Hogan had of eclipsing 
Bruno Sammartino’s record for 
longest WWF title reign (7% 
years). Even if he regains the title 
at WrestleMania IV, he will not 
hold it longer than Bob Backlund 
(5% years). Thus, the eyes of his- 
tory will regard the bald-headed, 
sickly skinned, loud-mouthed 
bimbo as the third best WWF 
champion of all time—a dubious 
honor for a federation barely 25 
years old. Rarely does history por- 
tray events with such accuracy. 


Now, if someone can explain 
the logic of Jack Tunney’s deci- 
sion regarding the disputed title 
belt. If Ted DiBiase’s attempt to 
purchase the WWF belt was void- 
ed, why doesn’t the same sanc- 
tion apply to Andre’s attempt to 
sell it? If Andre’s attempt to sell 
the title was voided, he would still 
be champion. Instead, Tunney, af- 
ter much hedging, ruled the entire 
transaction illegal and stripped 
Andre of the crown.

Mania IV. If you don’t think this is 
an extraordinary string of coinci- 
dences, | don’t either. The WWF 
doesn’t have time to think:

What, if anything, does Andre’s 
victory mean?

@It doesn’t prove Andre is a 
better wrestler than Hogan. Wres- 
tling against The Giant Idiot is like 
being forced to kiss your boss’s 
ugly daughter—you have no 
choice but to do it, although you 
may not give it your best shot.

@ That Hogan is incredibly stu- 
pid to believe DiBiase bribed the 
imposter Hebner into plastic sur- 
gery to alter his looks to match 
those of the real Hebner.

An outstanding discus thrower, 
Kerry had hopes of making the Olym- 
pic team in 1980, but turned to the 
pro ring when the U.S. boycotted the 
Moscow games (“1 decided | couldn’t 
remain an amateur athlete until 
1984”) ... Some early titles included 
the Florida and North American 
heavyweight belts, as well as the 
American and WWC tag titles ... Es- 
tablished a reputation as a “giant kill 
er” by slamming superheavyweights 
like Crusher Blackwell and Kamala 
(“Even guys that big can be had’) ... 
Held World Class Texas and American 
titles on several occasions ...

MINNEAPOLIS, MN: Let me set a couple of 
things straight about the AWA’s so-called ‘‘contro- 
versy”” surrounding the World title. I was in Minne- 
apolis on February 4 for the card in question and I 
saw Greg Gagne pin Curt Hennig in a steel cage 
match. No doubt about it. The match was in a steel 
cage and Gagne did pin Hennig. But as far as I 
knew, the match wasn’t for the title. I know they 
announced it that way, but the AWA rules clearly 
State that the title can’t change hands in a cage. I 
talked to a couple of officials before the match, and 
as far as they knew, AWA President Stanley Black- 
burn hadn’t sanctioned the match as being a fitle

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match, The thing is, they didn’t know Blackburn 
had to approve it, although apparently Al DeRusha, 
the promoter of the event, did know. I couldn’t get 
a hold of DeRusha that night, but I went back to 
my seat with the impression that the match couldn’t 
be for the title. It’s as simple as this: Blackburn 
should’ve been informed sooner so he could have 
taken the proper action; the match shouldn’t have 
been billed as a title event. This whole thing is a 
total mess and they’d better get it straightened out 
soon. World championships are much too important 
for this nonsense. 


MEMPHIS, TN: 1’1l be the first to speak up and tell 
you that women don’t belong anywhere near the 
ring when the men are wrestling, but I’m willing to 
make an exception in rare cases. Missy Hyatt is one 
of those cases, and when I was tipped off that she’d 
be here for the February 20 television tapings, well, I 
made it my business to catch a flight to Memphis. 
First of all, Hyatt is one of the most controversial 
figures in wrestling, and you can take that any way 
you want. She bounced back and forth between the 
UWF and the WWF for a time before ending up as 
an NWA broadcaster, and now she’s in the Champi- 
onship Wrestling Association valeting for her 
brother-in-law Doug Gilbert. I’m not sure what her 
long-term plans are here (and she’s not answering 
any questions about her husband Eddie), but what- 
ever they are, a lot more men are going to be 
watching the CWA broadcasts. Eddie is due in to 
wrestle here, and you know that Missy will have 
something to do with that, but it’s always hard to 
say what Gilbert will do. He matches up well with 
Jerry Lawler, the CWA champion, and I wouldn’t 
be surprised to see those two go at it. There’s one 
problem, though: Lawler sometimes dresses up like a 
woman to sneak-attack his opponents at ringside. 
Now, with Missy Hyatt around, Lawler’s going to 


have a hard time looking like a woman. He’ll have 
to come up with some other tricks just to offset the 
devious Gilbert and his conniving woman. One more 
CWA note: Their TV show will air on cable’s Fi- 
nancial News Network beginning April 2 at 4 p.m. 
EST; Missy will mot hurt their ratings. 


UNIONDALE, NY: Back to the land of turnpikes 
and Benetton. My month wouldn’t be the same 
anymore without a visit to the Nassau Mausoleum 
for another card of NWA professional wrestling. Stu 
Saks, Inside Wrestling’s editor-in-chief, has been 
driving it through my head for months that the 
NWA’s Coliseum cards are very important, because 
if the NWA can make headway into New York, 
they’ll bite into some of the WWF's business. Well, 
the NWA wasn’t doing much business at their Feb- 
ruary card here. After the disastrous Bunkhouse 
Stampede show in January, this one figured to be 
interesting. Would the fans come back again? 
Would the card last longer? Would the card start on 
time? Would the card be worth watching? The an- 
swers to those questions are some, yes, yes, and yes. 
Only a little more than 3,000 fans—down 3,000 
from the last show and nearly 10,000 from the 
promising November debut—showed up for what 
turned out to be a very good card. Not once did I 
hear the fans chant “‘Refund!’’ and nearly every big 
name in the NWA was there. Mike Rotundo and 
Sting wrestled to a draw in an interesting scientific 
battle, and Barry Windham defeated Larry Zbyszko 
by disqualification—but not before Windham had 
words with Baby Doll (who shouldn’t be near the 
ring in the first place). Then Road Warrior Hawk 
and Paul Ellering won a $50,000 ladder match when 
Animal, a bandage covering his left eye and sun- 
glasses covering both, ran out of the dressing room 
like a man possessed and cleared the ring with the 
ladder, which really got the fans on their feet. Fi- 
nally, in the main event, Dusty Rhodes and Lex 
Luger beat Tully Blanchard and Ric Flair by dis- 
qualification when J.J. Dillon was caught hitting 
Luger with his shoe. Luger looked real good, and 
I’m not sure the comparisons to Hulk Hogan are

fair. Luger is much more agile and can do more 
technically, although he certainly doesn’t stay in the 
ring very long. Could it be that Luger has over- 
trained for power and let his aerobic training slip? 
Think about that. Think about it until the NWA 
returns here in April. Let’s see if this show will bring 
any more of the fans back. I think it will. 


DALLAS, TX: Things are getting hot down here. 
Michael Hayes, late of the NWA, showed up at The 
Sportatorium a few days before his Badstreet Band’s 
concert and stepped into the ring to greet the crowd. 
Terry Gordy and Buddy Roberts of The Freebirds 
were in the ring along with Iceman Parsons and The 
Angel of Death. Hayes told everybody that he has 
no beef with the Von Erichs and doesn’t mind that 
The Freebirds befriended Iceman Parsons. Angel of 
Death, however, was another story. The words

Hayes used to describe Angel cannot be printed 
here, but it looks like these two will definitely clash 
in the near future. That would make Angel the odd 
man out, because you know Gordy and Roberts will 
side with Hayes. I’m not too sure about Iceman. 
He’s always been a bit unpredictable (remember 
when he and Chris Adams parted ways during the 
UWF tag team tournament in February 1987?), but 
I’d say he’ll go where the money is. As I said, things 
are getting hot down here, and it’s no coincidence 
that The Freebirds are right in the middle of the 
action.

frantically tried to wipe the tears 
from her daughter's face. “How 
could Ricky and Robert just get up 
and leave? Were they forced to 
go? We all know that Ricky and 
Robert are the best of friends and 


love their fans. They would never. 


leave us behind! How could this 
have happened?” 


Those questions were on just 
about everybody’s mind. Even Lin- 
da Carmichael, a 33-year-old sec- 
retary from Greensboro, was dis- 
traught. “They set such a great 
example for the children,” said 
Carmichael, “and they’re such 
great wrestlers.

Female fans, 
young and old, adore their good 
looks and free-living lifestyle. The 
men in the crowd appreciate their 
outstanding wrestling technique. 
The Express is, in every way, a tag 
team for everyone. 

Now they’re gone. But they 
might not be lost forever. When 
Morton and Gibson left the NWA, 
they vowed to remain together as 
a team. On February 15 in Mem- 
phis, the Rock ’n’ Rolls nearly won 
the AWA World tag team title 
from The Midnight Rockers. 

Sadly, however, the Express just 
doesn’t seem the same unless 
they're in the NWA—and the 
NWA isn’t the same unless the Ex- 
press are battling in the ring. 

But you might just have a 
chance to do something about it. If 
you’re one of the millions of fans 
who wants to see Morton and Gib- 
son back in the NWA, then you 
have nothing to lose by signing Jn- 
side Wrestling’s “Bring The Rock 
’n’ Roll Express Back To The 
NWA” petition.

They talk about Lex Luger being 
‘The Total Package’; hell, Savage 
invented the term. Four years ago, 
in Memphis, you couldn’t find a 
man who didn’t sweat bullets 
about stepping into the ring with 
him. He had all the tools. He had 
everything.” 

Everything except sound. man- 
agement. Savage’s physical pack- 
age didn’t include room for braini- 
er concems. He didn’t possess a 
head for figures or dates. He mis- 
managed his money, failed to se- 
cure the title matches his skills de- 
manded, and pursued a lifestyle 
free of responsibility and 
recognition. 

He needed a manager. 

Savage’s armival in the WWF 
touched off a big-digit, highly pub- 
licized bidding war. Every manag- 
er saw Savage as the golden ticket 
to the WWF World championship. 
He owned all the skills necessary 
to unseat Hulk Hogan. Savage 
waded through Bobby Heenan

HERE HAVE BEEN few sober- 

ing moments in the lives of 
The Road Warriors. Destruction, 
not reflection, is their strong suit.

As a result, their latest episode of 
violence is noteworthy—not be- 
‘cause of the volume of blood spilled 
(a considerable amount, make no 
mistake about that), but because of 
the philosophical ramifications of 
the incident. 

“My life was reduced to a strand 
of bone the width of a fingernail,” 
Road Warrior Animal says, his 
voice still echoing his disbelief. 
“Doctors told me I might never 
wrestle again.

“What Barbarian did to Animal 
breaks all rules,” claims Legion of 
Doom director Paul Ellering. “It is a 
breach of human rights that cannot 


be overlooked.” 

What happened was this: Paul 
Jones challenged the Warriors to a 
weightlifting contest against Barbar- 
ian and Warlord. When Ellering 
and the Warriors declined, Jones 
sweetened the stakes by offering 
$50,000 to the winning team. 

“The $50,000 meant nothing,” 
says Ellering. “The Warriors accept- 
ed the challenge to silence Jones. 
We wanted to end this silly contro- 
versy once and for all, and if we 
could annoy Jones by taking his 
money, too, so be it. We accepted 
the challenge in good faith.” 

The contest rules called for a 
bench-press competition. After both 
teams lifted 475 pounds, Ellering 
demanded the weight be increased 
to 600. Jones insisted the weights 
be raised in 25-pound increments. 
While arguments raged back and

“I'VE GOT THE GOODS ON

S THERE ANY woman in wres- 
tling more dangerous than Baby 
Doll? 

Gino Hernandez, Tully Blanchard, 
Dusty Rhodes, Ric Flair, and even Jim 
Cornette’s mother, learned about her 
the hard way: Baby Doll is unstable 
and can’t maintain a relationship. She 
left Hernandez for Blanchard. Then 
she left Blanchard for Rhodes. Then, 
after Rhodes lost the NWA World title 
in the summer of 1986 just two weeks 
after he had won it, Baby Doll called 
him a loser. She started showing up at 
interviews with Flair before falling into 
Mama Cornette’s good graces. Then 
she went to the Central States area, 
where she managed The Warlord for a 
few months. Then she disappeared for 
almost a year. 

Now she’s back. Last November, 
Larry Zbyszko made a move from the 
AWA to the NWA and, impressed by 
Baby Doll’s knowledge of the sport, 
asked her to be his manager/valet. On 
January 24, Zbyszko, with Baby Doll’s 
help, pinned Barry Windham for the 
Western States title. 

A few weeks later, Baby Doll 
shocked wrestling. Dusty Rhodes was 
being honored for winning The Bunk- 
house Stampede when Baby Doll came 
out and said, “‘Rhodes, your past is 
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not as clean as everyone thinks.’ She 
then removed a few photos from her 
bag and showed them to Rhodes; 
Dusty turned ashen. 
Is there any women in wrestling 
more dangerous than Baby Doll? 
Ignoring this danger, Senior Editor 
Bill Apter flew to Atlanta to speak 
with her. Outspoken as ever, she had 
plenty to say.

*Q: Let’s get right to the point. What 
was in that envelope? What was it 
that made Dusty Rhodes react the 
way he did? 

A: That’s none of your business, 
Apter, and none of anybody else’s 
business, either. What was in that 
envelope is between me, Rhodes, 
and Larry Zbyszko. If I reveal the 


contents of that envelope, I lose 
my trump card. Rhodes will have 
nothing left to lose. But as long as 
I can hold those pictures over his 
head as a threat, I’ve got him in 
the palm of my hand.

with the children and clean house 
all day while you go off to work, 
but when she rings that phone, you 
jump. Tell me, Apter, who does 
the cooking in your house? Who 
takes care of the children? You’re 
one of those henpecked Long Is- 
land husbands, aren’t you, Apter? 

Q: Now that’s neither here nor there. 
This interview is about you, not 
me, and I’m not going to get 
drawn into a discussion of my per- 
sonal life, so let’s get back to the 
point. When, if ever, are you going 
to reveal those photos? I saw the 
look on Dusty’s face when he saw 
them, so it must be something 
pretty incriminating. 

A: That’s right, Apter. It’s something 
that will destroy the Dusty Rhodes 
myth forever. Listen, I was with 
that man for a long time.

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HEN JIS A title match not a 
title match? When it’s an 
AWA title match, that’s when. 

That may sound like a joke, but you 
won’t hear any laughter from the 
camp of Greg Gagne. For weeks, a 
steel cage encounter between Gagne 
and his ex-friend, AWA World cham- 
pion Curt Hennig, was publicized as a 
World title match. Before taking the 
ring that night, Gagne said, ‘‘I’m pre- 
pared. I’m pumped up tonight. There 
are some new moves that I’m going to 
try. I feel ready to win the belt.” 

Gagne appeared to have fulfilled his 
prediction when, after a grueling ac- 
tion-filled match, he pinned Hennig 
and walked out of the cage with the 
belt. 

Enter AWA President Stanley 
Blackburn—called the Commissioner 
of Caprice by some, and names we are 
unable to print by many others—who 
denied Gagne the victory and restored 
the championship to Hennig. 

“A title belt cannot change hands in 
the course of a cage match unless the 
AWA office sanctions it,’ Blackburn 
explained in his ruling. ‘““The promoter 
[Al DeRusha] was wrong in saying it 
was a title match. Had he filed the 
necessary paperwork in time, there 
would have been no problem. Al- 
though we received their request before 
the match, it was not within the re- 
quired deadline.” . 

So blame it on bureaucracy, a fact 
that certainly won’t diminish Gagne’s 
outrage. “‘I signed for a title match,” 
he says. “It said so right on the con- 
tract! What the hell difference does it 
make if the match took place in a

cage, in a ring, or in the water?” 

Some local promoters within the 
AWA hierarchy are recognizing Gagne 
as World champion, including local of- 
ficials in Chicago, Denver, San Fran- 
cisco, Minneapolis, and Wisconsin. But 
Blackburn—and, as a result, the AWA 
officially—maintains Hennig is the 
champion. 

“Those local promoters recognizing 
Gagne as champion will be reprimand- 
ed and, if they continue, will have their 
licenses suspended,”’ Blackburn asserts. 
“Curt Hennig is champion, via my of- 
ficial decision, and all promotional 
arms of the AWA must abide by the 
central office in order to maintain the 
integrity of the organization. It’s that 
simple.” 

“Tt’s not as if there was a disputed 
decision,” Gagne claims. “I pinned 
Hennig cleanly! There was no contro- 
versy! How can they say it wasn’t a

title match? How can they return the 
belt on such a meager technicality?” 

Gagne, who has spent his entire ca- 
reer in the AWA, should not be sur- 
prised. Blackburn has been sharply 
criticized for the AWA’s inconsistent 
rules and policies. One wrestler, prefer- 
ring anonymity, called Blackburn ‘“‘the 
only rulebreaking commissioner in the 
business.”’ 

There are plenty of examples of 
Blackburn’s inconsistency. Michael 
Hayes’ infamous run-in on behalf of 
Steve Regal and Jim Garvin cost The 
Road Warriors their AWA tag team 
championship. Films clearly demon- 


* strate Hayes interfering in the match, 


but no action was ever taken. 

Stan Hansen was stripped of his 
AWA World title because he failed to 
appear for a title match against Nick 
Bockwinkel. Bockwinkel, the leading 
contender, was awarded the title in a

decision that met with near unanimous 
disapproval. At the time, Bockwinkel 
said that he was ‘‘not entirely comfort- 
able with [the] situation; I prefer to 
win my matches in the ring.” Not un- 
comfortable enough, though, as he ac- 
cepted the decision and the belt. Han- 
sen, like’ the Warriors before him, 
declined to file a protest. ‘‘The man’s 
an idiot,’’ Hansen said, referring to the 
AWA president. “I have better things 
to do with my time than litigate with 
an idiot.” 

Nearly a year later, Bockwinkel was 
knocked practically unconscious by a 
roll of coins handed to Curt Hennig by 
Larry Zbyszko during a title match, a 
fact dismissed by the AWA, even 
though it cost Bockwinkel the title. 

But the most relevant controversy 
during Blackburn’s term as president 
came in February 1982 in Chicago, 
when Hulk Hogan was offered a title 
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k (above). Greg frequently has to worry 


match with AWA champion Nick 
Bockwinkel with the added stipulation 
that should the match end by disquali- 
fication in the challenger’s favor, he 
would be awarded the title belt. Bock- 
winkel’s manager, Bobby Heenan, did 
in fact interfere, causing his wrestler’s 
disqualification. Hogan, in turn, was 
given the belt. But his celebration was 
a short one. Blackburn ruled that the 
promoter was not within his rights to 
offer the disqualification stipulation 
and he returned the belt to 
Bockwinkel. 

Nine-time former AWA World 
champion Verne Gagne thinks Black- 
burn is a fine AWA president. He de- 
fends him, saying, ‘‘Stanley Blackburn 
is a fair man. If he makes ‘a decision, 
I’m sure Greg will abide by it.” 

The younger Gagne does not share 
his father’s opinion. When asked if he 
would abide by the decision, Greg 
cried, “‘What choice do I have? Every- 
one knows that protest is futile. I just 
have to go out there next time and pin 
him again, that’s all,” 

For his part, Hennig downplays the 
controversy. ‘“What the hell is every- 
one getting their bowels upset about?” 
he asks, his face a mask of sly inno- 
cence. “I knew all along it wasn’t a 
legal title match. Do you think I would 
allow the misbegotten offspring of 
Verne ‘Father Time’ Gagne to pin me 
if I thought the title was on the line? 

‘Remember, I dominated the entire 
match. Then Gagne hit me with a for- 
eign object and I dropped for a sec- 
ond. I could have kicked out if I want- 
ed, but I figured what the hell—no 
title to lose, I can live with a pin. It’s 
much better to give Gagne a ray of 
hope. It makes it that much more sat- 
isfying to trounce him when the belt 
really is on the line.” 

‘‘Hennig is a sick boy,”’ says Gagne. 
“He tried desperately to kick out of 
the pin. He genuinely thought he lost 
his title. He flipped out. Look, it’s 
hard enough to beat the slime. He ei- 
ther has outside help or he disqualifies 
himself. To finally pin him and not get 
the title is a crime. Someone is going 
to pay, and that someone is Curt 
Hennig!” O

ALL STARTED _ innocently 
enough. Barry Windham had run 
into the ring to save Lex Luger from 
an attack by Ric Flair and The Four 
Horsemen during a January match in 
Richmond, Virginia. Windham found 
himself outmatched by the Horsemen, 
and Sting and several other fan favor- 
ites had to clear the ring. 

From these modest beginnings 
sprouted one of the NWA’s hottest 
feuds. Less than a month later, Sting 
and Flair were at each other’s throats 
after Sting crashed a party honoring 
the NWA World champion during a 
card in Raleigh, North Carolina. Sting 
challenged Flair to get into the ring 
and wrestle him. An angry J.J. Dillon 
climbed on the ring apron and told 

_ Sting to mind his manners. “The 
champ is being honored,” said Dillon. 

Heated words were exchanged and 
J.J. tossed his glass of champagne in 
Sting’s face. Sting pulled Dillon into 
the ring, but was attacked by the 
Horsemen. After Sting escaped to the 
dressing room, Flair challenged him to 
a series of matches. 

On February 14, the rivalry began in 
earnest at The Omni in Atlanta. Sting 
bloodied Flair’s head on the ringpost 
and later had the champion pinned. 
But referee Tommy Young had been 
knocked out in a collision, giving Dil- 
lon time to run into the ring and hit 
Sting with his shoe. Dillon put Flair on

top of Sting and Young woke up in 
time to count the pin. 

At press time, Flair and Sting were 
scheduled to meet again in a one-hour 
time limit match with three judges at 
ringside as part of WTBS’ live March 
27 NWA broadcast. It promised to be 
the high point of their feud, but it 
certainly won’t be the last time they 
meet. With this in mind, Sting and 
Flair were brought together by Inside 
Wrestling to air their differences ... 
“One on One.” 


STING: 
I’m not sure why they wanted me 
to talk to you, Flair. When you 
get right down to it, we don’t 
have anything to talk about. I 
just wanna beat your. butt and 
you want to keep away from me 
for as long as possible. 

RIC FLAIR: 
Get off it, you young punk. You 


just remember who challenged 
who. J demanded a match against 
you because I wanted to prove 
once and for all that /’m the real 
World champion. Nobody crashes 
my party, nobody tries to douse 
my fire, without paying the price. 
You made the biggest mistake of 
your life when you tried to ruin 
my party in Raleigh. 

S: Stop looking at yourself in the 
mirror, Flair. You know, I know, 
and the world knows, that the 
only reason you asked for those 
matches against me is because you 
were embarrassed in front of all 
those people and all your so-called 
friends. You had to save face, 
and the only way you could do it 
was by challenging me. But look 
what’s happened so far: I had 
you beaten in Atlanta, but the 
referee was unconscious. Okay, so 
you got a lucky break, but then

that coward Dillon couldn’t keep 
his greasy little fingers out of 
trouble. You were lucky then, 
Flair, but you’re not gonna get 
lucky on the 27th, and you’re 
never gonna get lucky again. 

: Lucky? Let me tell you some- 
thing, punk, you don’t win five 
World championships on luck. 
I’ve got this belt around my waist, 
and it’s not there because J.J. Dil- 
lon’s helping me or because any- 
body’s helping me. It’s because 
plenty of pretenders to my throne, 
just like yourself, have come and 
gone. They’ve all whistled the 
same tune. They’ve all said how 
they’re gonna beat me, but no- 
body could do it. Look at [Ron- 
nie] Garvin. He got lucky and 
beat me once, then he ran away 
and hid for a month. And you 
know what happened when he 
came back? He discovered that I 


was madder than ever, that I was 
ready for anything he could throw 
at me. You might be able to beat 
me once, boy, but you'll never get 
lucky twice. 


: It’s not luck, Flair, because I’m 


not like anybody you’ve wrestled 
before. I’m... 


: Stupid, arrogant, untalented, and 


certainly not ready to beat a real 
man like me. 


: Shut up, Flair, and don’t you ever 


interrupt me again or I'll stuff 
that belt of yours so far down 
your throat that they’re gonna 
have to turn you upside down to 
give me the strap. You call me 
stupid? Well, I’m stupid enough 
to get as many title shots against 
you as I want. Arrogant? That’s 
not arrogance, Flair, it’s confi- 
dence. Untalented? You’ve said 
yourself that I’m one of the best 
wrestlers you’ve ever seen. Not 


ready to beat you? I’ve already 
pinned you once, and it’s gonna 
happen again. 


: You know, Sting, you sound like 


[Lex] Luger. He’s another guy 
who was gonna beat me for the 
title, he was another one of these 
young muscleman punks who 
thought he could get by on power 
alone, without taking into account 
the brains and ability it takes to 
be a champion. Where’s Luger 
now? The only time I ever see 
him is in tag team matches with 
Dusty Rhodes. The guy’s been 
relegated to tag teams already! 
And how about Windham? He 
took me to the limit a bunch of 
times, but he could never go over 
the top. I do what I have to do to 
win, Sting, and nothing more. Re- 
member that. Just when you 
think you have me beaten, I’ll 
turn it up a notch. And then I'll 
keep on turning it up. Whoo! 


: Maybe so, but you’re gonna have 


to turn it up higher than you ever 
have before if you’re gonna keep 
me away from that title. And 
while you’re at it, maybe you 
should invite Anderson and Blan- 
chard to ringside. You’re gonna 
need ’em, Flair, because I don’t 
plan to just beat you. I plan to 
put an end to the Ric Flair myth. 


: The Ric Flair myth? Fancy words, 


mister, but what you’re lookin’ at 
ain’t no myth. You talk to a// my 
ladies out there, They'll tell you 
that what I got isn’t a myth. Go 
tell Garvin and Rhodes about the 
Ric Flair myth. Anybody who 
knows anything will tell you that J 
am the greatest wrestler in this 
sport. That’s one of your prob- 
lems, Sting. Most of my oppo- 
nents have a healthy respect for 
me. You just run into the ring 
like a young know-it-all, and 
that’s why you’re gonna get your 
butt kicked. You know, boy, a 
healthy respect for greatness never 
hurt anybody. You should think 
about that. You’re writing your 
own obituary. 


: We'll see about that, but you’re 


going down. You're the past, 
Flair. Get ready for the future. 
Your future. Without the title.

Crockett said. “At this time, how- 
ever, it would be fair to say that 
the Rock ’n’ Rolls and the NWA 
reached a decision that it was nec- 
essary to part ways.” 

Morton and Gibson are also eva- 
sive. “We're here [in the CWA] 
and that’s all that matters for now,” 
said Morton. “Certainly, we miss 
our fans in the NWA, but there are 
great fans here in the CWA, too. 
We're also very concemed at this 
point over the AWA tag team title 
situation. We feel that we were 
robbed, and this matter must be 
straightened out before we start 
thinking about going somewhere 
else.” 

The situation Morton is referring 
to occurred on February 15 in 
Memphis. While referee Jerry Cal- 
houn was knocked out, Morton 
had Shawn Michaels in a pin posi- 
tion. Frank Morell, a referee post- 
ed at ringside, immediately en- 
tered the ring to make the count. 
Meanwhile, Calhoun woke up and 
saw Marty Jannetty pinning Gib- 
son—with Jannetty’s feet on the 
ropes! Both referees made their 
counts at the same time, so pro- 
moter Eddie Marlin ordered a 
rematch. 

If Morton and Gibson win the 
belts, the odds of them returning 
to the NWA are slimmer than 
ever. Still, the Express have never 
made a secret of their love for the 
fans. 

“We wouldn't be where we are 
today if not for those fans,” said 
Gibson. “They’ve made us a suc- 
cess and we owe a lot to them.

and Mr. Fuji, ducked Fred Blassie 
and Jimmy Hart, and shocked the 
wrestling world by selecting Eliza- 
beth as his manager, a crafty busi- 
nesswoman with unproven experi- 
ence in the sport. 

If nothing else, it was a master- 
stroke of public relations. What a 
combination! Savage, a brawny 
madman, the embodiment of mas- 
culinity, paired with the frail, 
tender Elizabeth, a woman whose 
beauty was exceeded only by her 
vulnerability. Fans instantly fell in 
love. 

And Savage, a ruthless nule- 
breaker since his WWF debut, be- 
gan to find himself the recipient of 
the crowd’s favor. In his classic se- 
nes of title bouts against Hulk Ho- 
gan, Savage enjoyed a small—but 
loyal—backing. 

Elizabeth proved to be a com- 
petent, and something of a mith- 
less, administrator herself. One 
promoter remembers negotiating a 
contract with Elizabeth soon after 


she joined Savage. “Not that we 
were trying to take advantage of 
her,’ the promoter recalls, “but 
we did want to sign Savage at a 
fairly low price. Even back then 
he commanded top dollar, and we 
wanted to cut a few corners. 

“Elizabeth, without ever raising 
her voice, somehow managed to 
get Savage twice what he normally 
would. It’s like we became en- 
chanted by her. We agreed to ev- 
erything she said.” 

Elizabeth had other tools be- 
sides her smile. She organized 
Savage’s bookings, had his home 
cleaned, arranged his car pay- 
ments—streamlined his life so he 
could concentrate on training and 
strategy. When Hogan proved too 
formidable, Savage quickly 
grabbed the Intercontinental title 
as consolation. 

Now, well over a year removed 
from his WWF title run, no longer 
the I-C champion, Randy Savage 
has toned down his ambitions. 
Where once he strode imperiously 
into the ring ahead of Elizabeth, 
pausing only for her to catch up 
and open the ring ropes for him, 
Savage now walks alongside his 
manager. He opens the ropes for 
her. During his matches, he keeps 
one eye on his opponent while the 
other (not-so-menacing) eye looks 
protectively at Elizabeth. 

Savage’s concern for Elizabeth’s 
safety has led him astray, as far 
from his championship goals as he 
was in Memphis, when he was 
mismanaging his own affairs. Says 
one disgruntled Savage supporter, 
“Tf he’s so dam worried about Eliz- 
abeth, why doesn’t he just leave 
her in the dressing room? She’s 
gonna wind up costing him his 
career.” 

To that sentiment Savage would 
no doubt reply: What good is it to 
have a beautiful woman if you 
can't flaunt her? The only re- 
sponse to that is: What good is it 
to have a beautiful woman if your 
career slowly fizzles down the 
sewer? 


Honky Tonk claims victory as Savage is tied 
up in the ropes. Elizabeth’s detractors say 
that she has become too much of a distrac- 
tion for the “Macho Man.” 


‘Savage is not the same wrestler 
he was 18 months ago,” says one 
ring watchbird. “Elizabeth’s house- 
broken him. He’s been tamed. 
He’s too preoccupied with what 
Elizabeth wants. He should re- 
member that Elizabeth wants him 
to be champion. She’s no fool. She 
didn’t join up so he could wrestle 
The Honky Tonk Man every week, 
and Savage’s failure to win the I-C 
belt from that no-talent champion 
only proves that he’s been weak- 
ened by her. Savage is allowing 
precious time and skills to erode, 
and he has only himself—and his 
obsession with  Elizabeth—to 
blame. 

“Who ever would have thought 
he’d be sitting at the same table as 
Hulk Hogan? We owe it all to Eliz- 
abeth. But Savage needs to regain 
the edge that made him crazy, that 
made him the tough contender to 
Hogan, that made him I-C champ.”

pact on their. disastrous

view event. Their [live] show on 
WTBS will have no impact on our 
pay-per-view penetration for Wres- 
tleMania IV, although | don’t think 
it was a very smart decision on 
their part.” 

McMahon punctuated that last 
statement with a smile, because 
he knows the lofty position the 
WWF has established for itself in 
professional wrestling. One look 
around the Grand Hyatt ballroom 
said it all. There were close to 
300 people present for the press 
conference, which featured the 
top stars of WrestleMania IV (Ho- 
gan, Andre, DiBiase, Virgil, and 
Bobby Heenan) and a taped mes- 
sage from Donald Trump (real es- 
tate tycoon, owner of the Grand 
Hyatt, and host of WrestleMania 
IV in Atlantic City); it attracted 
leading media personnel from 
around the tri-state area. His ene- 
mies say McMahon is crass, but 
everything he does is of a first- 
class nature. 

Even the WWF's quality of 
wrestling, constantly under fire 
from rival promoters and fans of 
the sport of professional wrestling, 
holds up pretty well under close 
examination. For pure wrestling 
ability—and that means knowl- 
edge of the sweet science, aerial 
skills, stamina, and ring smarts— 
the top wrestlers in the WWF 
compare favorably to any other 
federation. 

| would say that the most 
skilled individual wrestlers in the 
NWA are Ric Flair, Barry Wind- 
ham, and Sting. The best tag 
teams are The Midnight Express 
and The Road Warriors. Throw 
out Flair (he’s in a class by him- 
self), and the WWF’s masters— 
Rick Steamboat, Randy Savage, 
Ted DiBiase, Greg Valentine, 
Bam Bam Bigelow, The Hart 
Foundation, and Strike Force— 


are every bit the equal of the 
NWA stars. Indeed, wrestling in 
its purest state still exists in the 
WWF. It’s just clouded over by 
the circus animals, the muscular 
brawlers who can’t do anything 
but flex, and jerks like Brutus 
Beefcake, who’s allowed to bring 
pruning shears into the ring. 


PI en er 
Vince McMahon's style of wrestling promo- 
tion has its supporters and detractors. 
But that’s just another aspect of 
the WWF that sets it apart. Every 
other federation depends primarily 
on pure wrestling to bring fans to 
the arena, thereby limiting their 
audience. McMahon has expand- 
ed his audience into other areas; 
his shows appeal to a wide variety 
of individual tastes. In a way, Mc- 


Mahon has taken a cue from, of 
all people, William Shakespeare. 

That may sound incredibly stu- 
pid, but the similarities are over- 
whelming. Sure, McMahon has 
never done anything to rival 
Shakespeare’s great works, but 
he follows a_ similar pattern: 
Shakespeare’s plays had some- 
thing for everyone, from the lowly 
beggar to richest man in the land, 
from the uneducated to the 
intellectual. 

A WWF show can have solid 
wrestling (Savage vs. Steamboat 
at WrestleMania Ill) for the 
hardcore fan, an exciting, bigger- 
than-life character (Hulk Hogan) 
for the younger fans, sex symbols 
(Rick Rude, The Ultimate Warrior) 
for the female fan, and comedy 
(Jesse Ventura’s commentary) for 
the average viewer. 

McMahon doesn’t try to satisfy 
all of the people all of the time. 
He just tries to satisfy all of the 
people some of the time, and not 
necessarily all at the same time. 

Some facts: Over 33 million 
viewers, the largest audience ever 
for a wrestling telecast in the Unit- 
ed States, watched Main Event 
February 5 on NBC. The WWF 
brought wrestling back to prime- 
time network TV. WrestleMania 
was the largest event ever on 
closed-circuit TV in the U.S. be- 
fore WrestleMania Il, then Wres- 
tleMania Ill broke all the records. 
Those records will likely get bro- 
ken again at WrestleMania IV. 

Of course, just because more 
people watch doesn’t make some- 
thing better. TV programs and 
Top 40 music appeal to the low- 
est common demoninator while 
often sacrificing quality. I’m not 
saying the WWF offers better 
wrestling than the other federa- 
tions, but McMahon has become 
a rich man and the WWF has 
become a huge business by 
changing the rules of wrestling 
promotion. 

Go ahead and argue with 
him. O
